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Supremacist bomb gang 
receives terms in prison

BOISE — David Dorr, 37, was sen* 
tenced to up to 20 years in prison 
Wednesday as the rin^eader of a 
whitd supremacy grotq> that 
~launched~a'Mries'of bombings,' cotm*' 
terfeiting and other crimes to fur- 
ther their goals. 

Two other defendants wore sen- 
tenced to ei^ years in prison, but 
the wife of one of them was placed 
onprobation. Deborah Dorr, 36, Dor- 
r'a wife, was o^ored to prison along 
with Edward Hawley, 24. Hawley's 
wife, Olive, 29, was given a six-year 
prison sentence, but it was suspend- 
ed in favor of five years probation. 

In all but one case, U.S. District 
Judge Harold Ryan went along with 
a plea-bargain agreement between 
~ tbe-defendantsand.the.U.S.. Justice: 
Department. The defendants all 


pleaded guilty. 

Prosecutors recommended up to 
12 years for Hawley, but Ryan cut 
that by a third. >' 

'I think there is hope for you," 
Ryan told Hawley. "I feel that you 
havo"been"a foUower,' and you fol- 
lowed your way into a whole heap of 
trouble." 

The four were indicted by a feder- 
al grand jury earlier this year on 16 
counts of racketeering, conspiracy, 
counterfeiting, bombing, illegal pos- 
session of ai^matic weapons and 
malicious destruction of federal 
property.

However, Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Gennady I. Gerasimov 
refused to confirm or deny that a re- 
lease of political prisoners is immi- 
nent. 

He told reporters there arc about 
two dozen such prisoners. Estimates 
from human rights groups abroad 
vary from 150 to more than 600! 

(^rosimov said the fate of the 
prisoners was not on the agenda of 
the Soviet-West German negotia- 
tions that brought Kohl to Moscow. 

Kohl's announcement was wel- 
comed by Soviet human rights ac- 
tivist Andrei D. Sakharov, President 
Reagan and Amnesty International. 
But a leader of a group seeking emi- 
gration of Soviet Jews said he re- 
mained skeptical. 

Reagan, asked what he thought of 
the report, said, "I'm hoping that's 
true." 

Sakharov, the 1975 Nobel Peace 
laureate, said, "Certainly we await 
the release of all of them (prisoners) 
and their rehabilitation."

All four defense attorneys asked 
for leniency. The Hawleys' chil- 
dren, 5 and 2, played in the court- 
nmm during sentencing, and Mrs.

Jones slcuns lottery, again 


BOISE (AP) — Idaho Attorney 
General Jim Jones, pressing his 
warnings about the ramificattons of 
the lot^ amendment, says the 
proposition's authoriiation of chart ta- 
ble gaming could open up the possi- 
bility of casino-g^ling on the 
state's Indian reservations. 

Jones said Wednesday that a new 
federal law, aigi^ by Pksident Rea- 
gan last week, gives Indian tribes the 
ri^t to conduct any kind of gaming 
operations a state dlows other enti- 
ties to operate. 

With Idaho courta. having inter- 
preted "lottery" to effectively mean 
any type of gamMing, that new feder- 
al law could force tM state to n^ti- 
ate a compact with any of ita tribes to 
allow casino-type gambhng on reser- 


vations, he maintained. 

Idaho\oters on Nov. 8, Jones said, 
"may get more than a state-run lot- 
tery. They may get gaming on the 
reservations." 

He acknowledged, however, "We 
can't give a definite answerX to wat a 
court would do. ... But we think there 
is the possibility of some litigation."

Nation's economy 
grows at slow pace

WASHINGTON ~ America's 
economy grew at a tepid 12 percent 
annoal rate from July through 
September, its slowert pace in al* 
most two years, the Commerce Dc< 
pariment report^ Wednesday. 

Private economists said the slow* 
down should continue, racing risks 
of recession by late 1969. But the 
Reagan administration blamed the 
weak growth primarily on the sum* 
mer drou^'s impact.cn agriculture 
a^ predicted growth will increase 
sli^itly over the next three months. 

At 4.9 percent, Lotion coidinued 
to run at almost a 5 percent onmml 
rate, as measured by an index tied 
to the -Gross National Product 
That's almost double the 2.8 percent 
rate of 1966 end significantly higher 
than last year's 3.6 percent 

However, economists said that in* 
nation does not appear to bo acceler* 
sting much beyond 5 percent, and 
they predicted that the Federal Re- 
serve Board is unlikely to tighten 
credit again anytime soon in an ef- 
fort to restrain it 

The key issue is whether or not 
tluB slowdown that sccms'to be un- 
der way is temporary, or is it likely 
to continue,’ said Lawrence 
Chimerine, chairman of WEFA 
Group economic consultants of Bala 
Cynwyd, Pa. 

*We think the slowdown is perma- 
nent, the start of a longer period of 
much slower economic grov^, aver- 
aging 1.6 to 2 percent over the next 


"We think most likely we'll get 
throu^ this without recession, al- 
tboufd) the risks > are high,’ 
Chimerine said. 

However, a Sept 29 survey re- 
leased last week by the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers said 37.6 
percent of the nation's leading man- 
ufacturers expect a recession by. the 
second half of 1969, And 43.75 per- 
cent said recession is likely in 1990, 
the NAM survey showed. 


Robert Ortner, undersecretary of 
Commerce for economic affairs, dis- 
missed such fears Wednesday. Fear 
of the economic future — first reces- 
sion, then inflation caused by eco- 
nomic overheating, now recession 
again — has swung like a pendulum 
since last October's stock-market 
crash, Ortner noted. Meanwhile the 
economy has chugged along. 

’Our guess is the economy isn't 
overheating and it isn't under-heat- 
ing. It's just boating,’ Ortner said. 

The economy grow at an annual 
rate of 6 percent during the final 
quarter of 1967, 3.4 percent during 
the first three months of this year, 
3.0 percent during the second quar- 
ter and slowed further to 2^2 percent 
since July, Ortner said. 

The summer's drought reduced 
farm output enoi^' to -cut third- 
quarter GNP growth by 0.6 percent- 
age point, Ortner said. Meanwhile, 
t^ non-farm economy grew at a 2.8 
percent annual rate, he said. 

The drou^t's impact should cut 
fourth-quarter grov^ by another 
125 percent, Orter said. Neverthe- 
less, he predicted that overalP 
fourth-quarter growth would hit 3 
percent 

The nation's troublesome trade 
deficit quit shrinking and resumed 
widemng, by $2.3 biUion, from July 
through &ptembcr as well, the Com- 
merce data showed. Imports swelled 
by $12.4 billion above second-quarter 
totals, while U.S. exports rose by 
only $10.1 billion. Those totals are 
preliminary, as September's trade 


Allen Sinai, chief economist for 
Boston Co. economic consultants, 
shared Ortner's optimism that 
growth should rebound over the next 
few months, perhaps to a 3.5 percent 
annual rate in the fourth quarter. 

Sinai said that growth slowed so 
much during the third quarter in 
part because military spending 
dropped by $6.9 billion, which ho 
said took as much steam out of the 
economy aa.did the drought

TWIN I^LS — Before Republi- 
can Lee Barnes spent flve days in 
jail, he had never thought of running 
for the Legislature. 

Barnes is a denturist by trade. He 
mokes and flta dentures. But before 
1982 onlv dentists were allowed to do 
that work 

That didn't stop Barnes. In 1970 
bd was sentencea to jail and fined 
$500 for practicing dentistry without 
a license, even thou^ he protested 
- that he was harming no one. 

’Judge Cunningham — arid L re- 
member it to this day — said if I 
wanted the law changed I should go 
to Boise and change it,’ he says. 

With legislators' help he drew up a 
bill. It was tabled. He drew up anoth- 
er. It was tabled. And Barnes, still 
selling dentures to customers rather 
tiian to dentists, spent anotocr flve 
uysinjail.

He went to work with tho same de- 
termination with which he'd loblried 
the Legislature. In 1982 voters ap- 
proved his initiative allowing the 
practice of denturitry, and Barnes 
was hooked on politics. 

But he has had to show a little d^ 


termination there, too. 

He made an unsuccessful run for 
office in 1986, but he lost the Repuh 
lican nomination for the Magic Valley 
flotenal House scat to ^p. ^Iph Pe- 
ters. 

This year he beat two challengers 
in the primary, and his name is on 
the Republican ticket for House scat 
23C in the Nov. 8 election. 

Although his Democratic opponent, 
Virginia Ash, says she doesn't expect 
to win the election, he's taking no 
chances. A gregarious man, he 
campaigned more aggressively than 
most 'T^n Falls- County legislative 
candidates this year. He and Republi- 
can volunteers have handed out 
nearly 9,000 emery boards printed 
’BARNES STATE REP.’ 

His experience with denturitry 
bills has left him with two convic- 
tions: a faith in the initiative process

These are among the latest offer- 
ings by bonks in what has become on 
intense' scramble for credit-card cus- 
tomers. Credit cards arc among the 
most lucrative of banking products, 
but the credit-card market has be- 
come glutted, forcing bankers to find 
now ways of attracting — and keep- 
ing-customers. 

But banks arc reluctant to com- 
pete on the basis of rates, preferring 
instead to offer a dizzying array of 
porks, "induding 'aflinitv' cards (like 
tho Mets and Elvis cards), merchan- 
dise and service discounts and chari- 
table donations based on card usage.

Your car's first line of defense 
against cold weather is its radiator 
and the mixture of anti-freeze and 
water contained inside, sa^ AIC. 

Anti-freeze protects against cold by 
lowering the freezing point of water, 
but it also contains fluids that im- 
pede the formation of rust and corro- 
sion in tho radiator. 

As anti-freeze gets older, however, 
deposits cap form in a radiator and 
— blook-the-flow-of-anti-fraezo-in-tbo- 


engine, AIC says. That is why it. is 
important to have the radiator 
flushed at least every two years to 
make sure there is a clear flow. 

_A refill of fresh anti-freeze and wa- 
ter, in a 50-50 mixture, then assures 
~ that your car's cooling system is 
ready for tho worst winter conditions, 
. AIC says. The anti-freeze should be 
checked every fall, even' if it's not 
time to flush the cooling system. 

While the anti-frcczc is being 
checked, ask your mechanic to also 
check the battery. Even if the battery 
. in your car is so-callcd "maintenance 
free" and needs no water to be added, 
the terminals should be checked to 
see if they arc free of deposits and ca- 
bles arc tightly attached. 

Many drivers also change to 
heavy-duty windshield wiper blades 
this time of year because of the extra 
wcar-and-tcar caused by frost and 
icc, AIC says. This is a, small invest- 
ment in safety that makes a big dif- 
ference when vehicles in front of you 
kick up slush and dirt onto your 
windshield while you're dHving. 

Always be sure yoiir windshield 
washer reservoir is full.

Ibpping a list prepared by the Cen- 
ter for Auto Safety was the General 
15-inch AmcriCIassic, with a tread 
wear rating of 350 — meaning it 
should get 70,000 miles of use under 
average driving conditions. 

The worst mileage performers 
among the 111 radial tire models 
tested were the General XP 2000Z G, 
the Goodrich TA R and Rl and Yoko- 
hama's 60 and 70 A001RA008R. All 
had ratings of 50, or 10,000 miles of 
use, 

As it released its own list, the cen- 
ter renewed its dcmanjl for the de- 
partment's'Natifflial'Highway’Tnifllr''

But because you are 75 — well past the 


mandatory age for taking the minimum dis- 
tribution from IRAs and other tax-deferred 
accounts— you must take a minimum distri- 
bution from this^ $20,000 account before 
rolling it over into an IRA. ' 

Still, tho minimum distribution you are re- 
quired to take should not pose much of a 
problem. Our experts say that if you have no 
bcnefldarie^ on your IRA, you arc required to 
withdraw,' end poy taxes on, a minimum of 
$1,600 when you roll over your 401(k) funds 
into an IRA.' Next year, and in all subsequent 
years, you will also.be required to take a min- 
imum distribution. 

A few additional words on finandal 
planners. In a recent column, we urged 
readers to be especially careful when select- 
ing a iinah'da] planner because virtually any- 
one can claim to be one, and the Held is not 
regulated by any government agency. A re- 
cent report by the North American Securities 
Administrators Association underscores this 
advice. i

of fraud and abuse by financial planners in 
the past two years. Tho losses and extent of 
the abuse were substantially hi^rjthon 
those uncovered in a compareblo study in 
19^ that reported losses of $91 million.

Late-season pheasant hunting can be s u ccessm l

BUHL— At 12 o'clock, phcoBont 
scnson Btortcd, right on time. 

Every two or three minutes, a 
shotgim boomed out in announce- 
ment of the annual event. We decid- 
ed to start with a beet Held and work 
our way into more open cover. As we 
walked on a ditch adjacent to the 
beet field, a rooBter suddenly burst 
into the air, cackling loudly before 
folding neating from the blast of my 
wife's 20 puge. 

Trotting proudly toward us, Bis- 
'*'cuit, my yellow lab, held Uie first 
bird of the season gently between 
her jaws. Elated, my wife tucked the 
bird into the game pouch of her vest 
and replaced the shell in her 
ovcr-and-undcr^mR^ charge 
of numbers sixesiW 

Leafy and dens^ t^sJbcct field 
provid^ ideal cover for pheasants. 
Tracks and droppings clearly lit- 
tered the field, evidence that birds 
had been occupying the greenery. 

Thirty yards into the field. Bis- 
cuit's tail suddenly whipped back 
and forth at a wild pace. Moving for- 
word, then sideways, she leaped into 
the air when a tight-holding hen sped 
upward before veering downwind. A 
quick whistle stopped the chase, but 
didn't deaden the dog's enthusiasm. 

; ; Stopping to tighten the Jaers on 
;ny b^ts, I stood quickly up when I 
. policed that Biscuit was birdy again, 
jt was a good thing I did. 

; Dctcrmincd.to escape, a rooster 
flew directly overhead. Never reach- 
ing his destination, a single blast 
from my doubleltoppca turn short. 


Opening day of pheasant season 
usually produces birds for most 
hunters. But what about after the 
opener? The birds either receive an 
education by escaping hunter and 
dogs or end up as dinner. Many 
hunters quit after the opener be- 
cause the pheasants become increas- 
ingly difiicult to bag. After the first 
two weeks of pheasant season, the 
fields arc almost devoid of hunters. 
But what if you still want to hunt? 

Arc some pheasants still available? 
Are the birds eimply too smart to be 
shot? 

Let me answer these questions 
with 0 few, short anecdotes. One 
year, on tho last day of the season, I 
didn’t get started until 10 o'clock. I 
wasn't overly concerned about get- 
ting out late because 1 knew that 
there wouldn't be any competition 
from other hunters. I was litdrally 
alone throughout the hunt. 

Immediately heading for tho dens- 
est cover that I could find, I made 
the dog sit directly downwind of a 
weed patch and walked around the 
debris. After I positioned myself up- 
wind of the cover, I blew short, excit- 
ed toots on the whistle-signaling the 
dog to come in closer to me. 

Running into the wind, the yellow 
lab shipped suddenly and whirled 
abi’’-'.fnce. Excitedly, her tail started 
its f.imilinr rhythmic swing. As the 
dog worked the brush as I stood mo- 
tionless, a colorful rooster exploded 
from the cover when he realized that 
I was standing in his escape route. 
One shot and the colorful bird was in 
Biscuit's grasp. 

The trick was simple; Trap the 


dog. And yet, I talk to other hunters 
wl» don't follow this simple tech- 
nique. I hear the familiar comment 
that, The pheasant got out too far in 
front of the dog." When you hunt late- 
season birds, you must always block 
the birds' escape routes or they will 
run into tho next county. I have nev- 
er met a running hunter that was a 
match for a miming rooster. 

Two hunters can practice the 
same maneuver that I described 
above if they exercise some caution. 
Remember, pheasants will usually 
Hush between the two hunters, but if 
you wait for a second or two after the 
bird Hushes, .the pheasant. wi^veer 
to one side and allow a sborRt is 
not in the direction of youf-^^ting 
companion. Exercise extreme cau- 
tion! And never block birds in this 
manner and assume that your part- 
ner knows what to do without in- 
stmetiona. Expfain your strategy be- 
f^orp you start hunting. 

Another method of successfully 
bagging lalc-scnson birds is to 
change your hunting orcas. Swampy 
areas arc real magneU for lalc-sea- 
son pheasants. Tho heavy cover 
helps to protect wise roosters from 
predators and provides shelter from 
severe storms and the few remaining 
pheasant addicts like myself. 
Swamps also add a new dimension to 
late-season pheasant hunting; wary 
roosters will actimlly hold so light 
that they literally flee from under- 
neath the steps of approaching 
hunters. And tight-holding birds can 
scare the daylights out of a hunter 
thatcxpects the usual wild, and • 
sometimes distant, flushes that are 


Late-season also produces an ally 
in the form of* anew. I can vividly re- 
member when I was a boy and (Udn't 
have a dog. At daylight 1 would be 
out in tho fields after the first snow- 
fall. Now, the birds that had escaped 
me earlier in the fall were at my 
mercy. I could track them in the 
snow and make an educated guess as 
to which ones were roosters by how 
much of a depression was left in the 
snow from dragging tailfcathcrs. 
Hunters with dogs can use this tactic 
to the utmost advantage since they 
need only find a set of tracks and 
point Roverin the right dircebon. 

Guns and, shot size arc always 
worthy of debate with upland game 
hunters. When I first started hunting . 
pheasants, I used a 12-gaugc exclu- 
sively. I didn't have a dog and many 
of my shots were relatively long. I 
found that the 12-gaugc provided am- 
ple killing power and eliminated the 
loss of n crippled birds since pheas- 
ants are renowned for their running 
abilities. I probably overkilled many 
'^irds because I would have a load of 
sixes chambered, then follow that 
load with a sout charge of fours. Tho 
only thing I didn't like about the 12- 
gauge was the fact that I blew birds 
apart fairly often and frequently 
drove feothers into the meat because 
of the deep penetration of the shot. 

In more recently times, I have 
changed to the 20 gauge. I shoot one- 
ounce of sixes since the guns that I 
shoot pattern extremely well using 
shot of this size. There also seems to 
be more of the bird intact, and there- 
fore more the bird on the table. As I 
stated earlier, I now use a dog when-

' They caught more than 100 fish , 
and returned them to the river. One 
appeared to have promise and a bov- 
pD-foot female, "Big Bertha," was 
placed at the CSI hatchery.

"Big Bertha" was very finicky in 
her feeding habits, preferring six- to 
seven-inch fresh trout and only feed- 
ing about every four to five days. The 
diet was successful and her eggs ma- 
tured last summer. 

Bertha was injected With a special 
hormone to release the eggs which 
were fertilized by o ripe male cap- 
ture by Partridge. About 15,000 tiny 
fry were hatched from the eggs and 
fed a special diet to bepn their devel- 
opment. 

Sturgeon are bottom feeders with 
long tubc-liko mouths and feeding the 
tiny fry was difficult. Biologists final- 
ly detormined if food was placed on 
the edge of a bowl and then water 
slowly raised ovjcr it, the sturgeon fry 
would feed. They developed rapidly 
and were transferred to the five 
hatcheries. 

Experiments continued to select 
which feeding methods were most ef- 
ficient for growth. A 24-hour per day 
feeding schedule with the feed distri- 
bution over a wide area in their race-

It appears sturgeon develop a 
pecking order very quickly and the 
dominant members push away the.

Another problem caused by this 
same behavior is much greater than 
trout because sturgeon feed on the 
bottom and not throughout the whole 
water areas in a hatchery. 

Crowding is already occurring at 
somb of the hatcheries and they are 
considering moving a portion of their 
sturgeon to Hagcrman where space 
is available. 

Growth rates at Hagcrman have 
been excellent under the care of fish 
culturist Dave May with two inches a 
month for some of the larger stur- 
geon recorded, 

For comparison, one-inch a month 
is considered a good growth rate for 
trout iii a hatchery. &mc of the bet- 
tor feeders have already reached sev- 
en inches in length. 

May plans to move the young stur- 
geon to outside raceways sometime 
in the next two months. Most of the 
raceways will bo covered since tho 
sturgeon ore accustomed to living un- 
der dark conditions at the bottom of 
deep holes. However, some should be 
available for public viewing. 

Plans call for releasing the stur- 
geon into Snake River next spring at 
about one pound apiece and 12 to 14 
inches in length. Survival should be 
good for this size fish and they will be 
marked to determine how well they

Trophy means different things to different hunters 


The chance to draw down on a tro- 
phy animal is an opportunity big 
game hunters live for, but tte ques- 
tion of what constitutes a trophy ani- 
mal can have some very personal 
answers. For one hunter the chal- 
lenge of the hunt may turn an avc^ 
age fou^point buck into a real tro- 
phy. For another, a trophy hunt may 
simply bo a successful one. 

' Ihc more universal criteria, how- 
ever, for horned or antlered game is 
the size ofthe animal's headgear. 

The standard setter for this type of 
trophy scoring is the Boone and 
Crockett Club which was found in 
1887 by Theodore Roosevelt The 
original emphasis of the club was to 
promote a "fair chose" ethic for hunt- 
ing and to establish conservation 
practices. 

In I960 the Boone and Crockett 
Club ostabUshed an objective scoring 
system for North American big 
game animals which enables sports- 
men to compare trophy animals, 
present, post and future. Awards are 
pvon every three years for the most 
dutstanding troplncs taken during 
that period. All ammols with a mea- 
sured score above a set minimum 
are listed in the three year Awards 
Book and are eligible for the All- 
Time Records Book which is updated 
every six years. 

Many different methodsare used 
to determine a big buck such as ex- 
treme spread, weight, height, and 
number of points. The Boone and 
Crockett system also rewards size, 
but much emphasis is placed on 
symmetry. Each side of the ideal 
rack should be the mirror image of 
the other. Irregularities such as ab- 
normal points or an irregular shape 
actually deduct from the animal's 
score.

Add near perfect symmetry and 
long tines and you have a worid- 
rti'Cord score. If you have ever won- 
dered how your best rack would 
score against the Boone and Crockett 
winners, the following information 
should enable you to make a rough 
estimate of what that animal would 
score. 

The keys to the scoring are length, 
circumference, and symmetry. .You 
will need a l/4*inch flexible metal 
tape. Let's look at the mule deer 
first 

Step 1 : Measure the length of each 
of the four (five with the brow tines) 
points on both aides and total. 

(Pomts 1, 2, 3, 4, and 6 on the dia- 
gram). 

Step 2: Measure the circumfer- 
oneos at the four locations labeled on 
the drawing on both sides and total. 
(Points A, B, C, and D on the dia- 
gram). 

Step 3: Find the difference of each 
measurement made in step 1 and 
stop2and total these differences. 

For example, if the left number 1 
point measures 9 inches and the 
right measures 10 inches, the differ- 
ence is 1 inch. 

Step 4: Measure and total the 
length of the remaining abnormal 
points. 

Step 5: Measure the extreme in- 
side spread. 

Step 6: Total the inches from step 
1 , 2, and 5, and subtract the totals 



from steps 3 and 4. 

(The Boone and Crockett Club de- 
fines a point as any projection at 
least one inch in Icn^, providing 
the width of its base docs not exceed 
its length.) * 

It will take 185 points for the rtiu- 
Icy to make the Awards Records 
Book. 

The same basic procedure will 
work for scoring cl^. The main dif- 
ference is thot you are allowed up to 
seven normal points. To make the' 
iMok for elk you need 360 points.

great size and at least 10 points on 
each side. 

If you feel you have an animal 
which has a chance of making the 
record book, be sure not to damage, 
split, or tamper with the skull or it 
may be rejected. The official repro- 
sentativo for the Boone andOockott 
Club in this area is Stu Murrell at . . 
the Fish and Game office in Jerome. 
Ho can conduct an official measure- . 
ment after a sixty day drying period. 

Heads taken prior to the current , 
competition period can also bo sub- . 
mitted for a spot in the All-Time 
Records Book, but the minhnum re- 
quired score is higher than for the 
current Awards ^k. 

Evc^ifyou never submit an offi- 
cial application for the record book it 
may fun to know how your trophy 
stacks up with the best in North 
America.

ever I hunt, so escaping cripples 
aren't a problem.

One comment about dogs. Many 
hunters also relish in the debate over 
which typo of dog is best for hunting 
pheasants.

Whether 
you employ the use of a pointing or 
flushing dog, thq, animal will not add 
birds to your gam'c pouch unless it 
will obey. Any dog Uiat ranges too 
far out in front of a hunter will flush 
spooky, late-Bcason pheasants out of 
shotgun range.

It's tou^ because there 
are some young hunters that have 
never seen a wild bird. They equate 
Chinese ringneck vdth other mytho- 
logical creates, like dragons, Pega- 
sus and Snake River steelhcad. It is 
an act of faith when a father takes a 
young son out to find a mythological 
bird. But it is a young man or young 
woman's rcsponsbility to take care of 
doty adults and the heat way ia often 
to indulge their fantasy. 

Imagine a bird rou^y the siio of 
a football with a tail as long os a 
small kite. Image a bird that .. 
spa rides with the color of emeralds 
and rubies in ita head, a formal din- 
ner collar of white, a bronzc-and-cop- 
per breastplate and wings with 
■sergeant's chevrons. Add a saucy 
rump covering of blue or green or 
tan. Sure, the kid may believe it — if 
he secs it — but he wUl also bebeve it 
was designed by a committee on a 
liquid diet. ... 

Now tell the kid this spectacular 
creature is as sneaky as a fox, thaTil 
can disappear in a plowed field, ap- 
pear from solid ground you walked

When he secs you pluck on of those 
rump feathrs and watches you tie a 
Carey Special or a Six-Pack fly, a 
{dimmer of understanding will devel- 
op. When you use that tail for— what 
else? — a pheasant tail nymph, or 
Sawyer nymph, a chrionomid pupae 
or simply rusty scud, he'll have com- 
passion for one more of your idiosyn- 
eracicB. 

As tho child becomes a more rc- 
sponsible adult, ho will eagerlyac- 
company you to tho field. &mconc 
has to take care of you and It may as 
well bo him.

Problems ground B1 bomber 


WASHINGTON — Severe ifiaihU:- 
nance problems arc grounding 
much of the nation's B1 bomber 
fleet and they could cost the govern- 
ment more than $1.1 billion to cor- 
rect, according to the General Ac- 
counting Ofiicc. 

Problems ranging from malfunc- 
tioning computer equipment to 
faulty tiros have turned many of the 
long-range bombers into "hangar 
queens" that cannot be put on mili- 
tary alert or used in critical training 
the congressional investiga- 
tive agency said in its report. 

In 'addition, much of the equip- 
ment on the 99 strategic bombers is 
so complex that the Air Force will 
have to rely on costly outside con- 
tractors until 1995 for some repairs 
and maintenarKC because not until 
then, rune years after the aircraft 
were put into active service, will Air 
Force crews be fully trained. 

The Defense Department, in re- 
sponse to tlu; new report, character- 
ized the problems as tho "growing 
pains" of a young weapons system 
and said they "continue to be a trou- 


blesome, but manageable, part of 
its development." 

The GAO report reveals another 
in a scries of problems that plague 
the $28 billion air leg of the Reagan 
administration's .strategic triad. 
Earlier this fall the agency reported 
that spare parts shortages were 
grounding much of the force. 

Teste this summer found design 
flaws in the bomber's electronic 
warfare system that could prevent 
it from achieving all its planned ca- 
pabilities and could force the Pen- 
tagon to reroute possibic'bombing 
runs through the Soviet Union in the 
event of-nudoar war. 

Despite the problems, the Air' 
Force said in a statement, "All but a 
few of the Bl’s could be launched if 
a wartime crisis were to occur." 

Rep. Les Aspin, D-Wis,, chairmen 
of the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee that ordered the GAO study 
said, "Tho Air Force soys the B1 has 
been ready to go to war for two 
years, but when it comes to pinning 
the service down on some of the 
plane’s problems, the answer is the 
plane is still just a kid." 

The problems troubling the com- 


plex system have prompted tho Air 
Force to push to 1994 the bomber's 
maturity date — the point at which 
most major problems should be 
solved and plane capable of per- 
forming its full wartime mission. 
When President Reagan revived the 
B1 bomber program early in his ad- 
ministration, he said the plane 
would bridge the gap between uie 
aging B52 bomber anti tho new 
Steath bomber that is scheduled to 
join the force in the mid 1990s. 

The Air. Force blames Congress 
for some of the program slippage, 
complaining that it cut the Bl flying 
hours, by 90 percent in fiscal year 
1968, which ended Sept. 30. The Sen- 
ate Armed Services Committee re- 
duced the funds for flying hours be- 
cause it said it did not think the Air 
Force could use the full request be- 
cause of its maintenance, spare 
parte and other problems. 

The GAO, in its new study, report- 
ed that tho bomber's maintenance 
problems could cost an estimated 
$1.1 billion to correct oyer the next 
several years. 

One of the greatest costs will be 
the price of outside contractors.
